WHY TOLERATE THE DUS 


Yesterday's dust storm was surely 
convincing as to the need of giving 
Edmonton's pavements a thorough-going 
cleaning, The water carts which are run 
over the streets in the down town section 
every morning do not do the job. They 
only transform ihe dust into mud, which 
quickly dries and turns to dust again. 
Why not turn a few gangs of men loose 
with lengths of fire hose and give the 
pavements and sidewalks a real washing 
down”? 


A DISPLAY TO BE PROUD OF, 


With as fine a display of stock as 
could be got together anywhere in Canada, 
and an entertainment program of good 
music and interesting features, Edmon- 
ton’s spring show is away to a good start 
and promises to sustain the high standard 
set by previous events, 

To those who are interested in farm 
animals as animals, the show ring and 
the stables and pens leave nothing to be 
desired. To those who consider the 
economic significance of the show, there 
is conclusive evidence as to why this 
section of the west is feeling less severely 
than others the results of the slump in 
grain prices, 

Von Tirpitz used to say the future 
of Germany was on the sea, With more 
realism it may be said that the future of 
Edmonton and of central and northern 
Alberta is on the hoof. The array of stock 
at the fair grounds is proof that the farms 
of this district are being stocked with the 
type of animals that guarantce success to 
the farmer and stability to the country. 


MENACE 


THE CUT-WORM 


A good many readers will recall, with 
anything but pleasure, that the cut-worm 
played havoc last year with gardens and 
field crops in many parts of this province, 
as in the two other prairie provinces, 

Warning was given by officials of the 
Dominion department of agriculture last 
fall that another and more severe visita- 
tion of the pest might be expected this 
year, particularly if rainfall should be 
scant during the spring and early summer 
months, It was stated in the notices at 
that time that unless the land had been 
rightly handled, and given a dry spring, 
it would be only a waste of labor and seed 
to sow fields in certain areas where the 
the soil was known to be badly infested. 

A timely repetition of this warning 
has been given in the form of a circular 
issued by the entomological branch of the 
department, which is now being distrib- 
uted. Those in this district desiring 
further information on the subject are 
directed to apply to the entomological 
laboratory at the University. 

This circular includes a map indicating 
those sections of the prairie country in 
which the worms’ were particularly 
destructive last year. There are no 
indications of serious damage in Alberta 
north of the Red Deer river. 

Edmonton gardeners, and farmers in 
this district whose crops were cut down 
last year, may surmise from this how 
great was the destruction in those areas 
where the worm was really active, and 
may infer how real is the menace for the 
coming season. Prudence suggests that it 
would be well for gardeners ana farmers 
generally to apply to the University for 
instructions as to how the situation may 
be dealt with. 


THE UNPAID TEAC HER 


Perhaps the teachers who are now 
gathered in Edmonton would be departing 
from the beaten pathway of convention 
proceedings if they discussed so practical 
a subject as the financing of schools in 
Alberta as this relates to the payment, or 
non-payment, of teachers’ salaries. They 
might even be accused of doing violence to 
some of the professional niceties which 
are supposed to hedge about their con- 
duct. 

But there are circumstances which 
warrant action in that direction, even at 
the risk of setting a precedent or running 
foul of some ethical traditions, There are 
scores of teachers in Alberta who have 
not yet been paid for the work they did 
last year. A good many of these unpaid 
teachers are also in the ranks of the un- 
employed, for the reason that there hap- 


| 


pens to be a surplus of teachers in the 
province, 

That is a situation that is deserving of 
attention, and to which the teachers are 
entitled to invite the attention of the au- 
thorities and the public. No amount of en- 
thusiasm for the cause of education can 
deprive the teacher of the right to be paid 
with reasonable promptitude, And no de- 
gree of concern in the development of pro- 
fessional technique is a satisfactory sub- 
stitute for money from the standpoint of 
the unpaid teacher who is out of work. 

There is no particular censure of 
either the department of education or the 
school boards in suggesting that some ar- 
rangement should be made whereby the 
school boards would be able to pay their 
techers in full when their year has ended. 
Both the department and the boards are 
working under an inherited system, the in- 
justice of which is more than usually ap- 
parent at the present time, and the 
amendment of which would be highly cre- 
ditable to both, 

Ultimately the department stands re- 
sponsible for unpaid salaries, and does 
actually pay these when necessary, in in- 
stalments deducted from the grants due 
to the districts concerned, the instalments 
sometimes running over a year or more. 
Why not short-cut this round-about pro- 
cedure? If the Minister of education 
were given authority to guarantee a hard- 
pressed school board at the bank to the 
amount of the teacher's salary, the board 
could pay the teacher when the pay is 
due, and thus put its business on a strict- 
ly business basis.

seem to me to fall into two major) 
groups: 


(1) The money economists 

(2) The management economists. 

It 1s important, even for those of 
us who are but laymen in the present; 
epidemic concern to find a way out, | 
to understand-something of the idea 
that is behind each of these groups. 

The money economists—and this is| 
not a very accurate way to describe 
them—are the students who think the| 
economic stabilization’ of the world,| 
the relative abolition of cycles of high | 
prosperity and low depression, can} 
come only through a world-wide stab- | 
ilization of credit that will prevent} 
the disaster of a world-wide falling of | 
prices. They think we should make! 
full use of the Bank of incernacional 
Settlements as an agency for regulat- 
ing the use of the world's gold supply | 
and the use of the world’s credit sup- 
ply. A new intelligence that will ad- | 
just the supply of credit to the actual 
preductive needs of the world will, 
they think, effectively prevent the sort | 
of world-wide over-production we are 
now seeing, 

The management economists are of 
two sorts 

One group thinks that the man- 
agerial brains of the world’s industrial 
system can, by modernization and re- 
form of industrial policies, stab‘lize 
the world's economic life These 
Students think that intelligent self- 
interest wil] force industria], business, 
and financia) leadership into new and 
more stabilizing policies, 

Another group thinks that we can- 
not trust to intelligent self-interest in 
separate industries and businesses and 
banks, but that there must be some 
agency for central planning, wholly 
industria), business, and financial, or 
partly governmental and partly prive 
ate, 

Out of all these approaches we shall 

-We must-—before long formulate a

BOWLEGS AND KNOCK-KNEES , 


Bowlegs are not caused by letting 
the baby walk too soon, nor are knock- 
knees caused because the baby's! 
grandfather had knock-knees, These 
troubles are practically always brought) 
on because the diet of the growing 
baby or child is lacking in bone form- 
ing elements. An adequate diet is 
the best preventative of either bowlegs 
or knock-knees. Infants with @ ten- 
dency to rickets are especially likely 
to develop these troubles. This dis- 
vrder need never develop if the baby 
has sunlight and a good diet, 


There are some changes taking place 
in the bone growth up to abonht the 
age of thirty, and it is often possible | 
to correct these deformities to some) 
extent up to that age. The younger 
he person the better the chance of cor- 
rection. 

Many poople think they have de- 
formities of the legs when the only 
trouble is that certain muscles of the 
calf or thigh are not sifficiently de- 
veloped to give a proper curve to the 
leg. It is nearly aways possible to 
improve the appearance of the legs by 
the persistent use of leg and foot 
exercises to develop the defective mus-| 
cles, 

Women having wider hips than} 
men are more inelined to knock-knees 
and men are more inclined to bow- 
logs. A slight bow is normal in the 
baby's legs and need occasion no alarm 
unless the bow is excessive, Gentle 
manipulations for straightening an in- 
fant’s limbs will often bring good re- 
sults because the bones have not yet 
hardened, After eighteen months the | 
bones are more solid and this treat-| 
ment is not as effective. 

An adult may often improve the ap- | 
pearance of the legs through using | 
such exercises as the deep knee bend | 
and alternately rising on the toes and 
heels, These exercises are good for 
both bowlegas and knock-knees, For | 
bowlegs, these exercises should be fol-| 
lowed by this exercise: Stand erect | 
with the heels separated by an upright | 
book about one inch in thickness. | 
Point the toes outward about 45 de-| 
grees from each other. Now strain the) 
muscles of the legs to pull the knees 
together without moving the feet, You| 
can help touch the knees by pressing | 
inwardly with the hands on the out-| 
side of the limbs. Now relax, and re-| 
peat the exercise about twenty times | 
once or twice a day. For knock-knees, 
first use the deep knee bend, then the 
toe and heel exercises, to he followed |

Question: F. G. J. writes: “I have 
some white spots nearly all over my

Answer: When while patches ap- 
pear on the skin it is usually a sign 
of vitiligo, which is a disease causing 
the destruction of the coloring pig- 
ment in the skin, This comes from a 
systemic acidosis, and further trouble 
can be. prevented. through. dietetic 
measures which would worrect the lack 
of the normal alkininity of the blood. 

Grapefruit and Milk 

Question: H. R. C. asks: “In what 
way would you combine grapefruit 
and milk? Unsweetened as an appe- 
tizer, or sweetened as a dessert? Will 
the acid in grapefruit turn pasteur- 


| zed milk to buttermilk?” 


Answer: The best way to use grape- 
fruit and milk is to mix them half 
and half, shaking them together in a 
bottle or mixer. This makes an appe- 
tizing food-drink,. The milk ts curd- 
led into fine curds, making it more 
easily digested, but this of course is 
not buttermilk, as buttermilk is the 
liquid left over after removing the 
butter fat from milk in the process 
of making butter. 


Exotosis 

Question: K. L. asks: “Will you be 
so kind as to tell me what an exotosis 
is, what causes it, and if removed will 
it later cause more trouble?” 

Answer: An exotosis means an ab- 
normal growth of bone, It may form 
around a broken bone or on a bone 
which ts subjected to constant trrita- 
tion. It is impossible for me to give 
you any more information without 
knowing more about the particular 
case.

No cut will be made in teachers’ 
salaries; their annual increments will 
not be withheld to make a reduction 
of $20,000 in the Edmonton Public 
School Board estimates this year.

NOT VOTED UPON 

The motion, as stated, did not actu- | 
ally come to vote, but in the discus- 
sion which arose, it was shown that 
opinion was not formed along party 
lines, The matter may be brought up 
again before the next new school year, 
in September. 

Trustee A, E, Ottewell and Trustee 
Mrs. G. Ferris were against the 
motion, with Trustee Dr, F, W, Crang, 
while Trustee 8. A. G, Barnes took a 
middle course, stating that he would 
support the motion rather than have 
the estimates for manual training and 
domestic science *in grades seven and 
elght cut.
